The raid reported today was the 
second made by American aircraft 
on the atoll.

there Feb. 24: 

It was considered probable by 
authorities. here that American 
raiders on Saturday were looking 
for a concentration of enemy ship- 
ping of the sort which they found 
in the Marshall and Gilbert Islands 
raid Jan. 31 when they destroyed 
16 ships and 41 planes and blasted 
land works. If that was their 
hope, apparently they were disap- 
pointed since the communique 
mentioned no damage to shipping.

NEW YORK, June 29 (AP)-— 
Seizure of “several contacts and 
associates” of eight Nazi spy-sabo- 
teurs landed by U-boats on the 


East Coast was announced last 
night by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, which promised 
more arrests within a few days, 

Developments -in the startling 
ease of the eight German agents, 
gubmarine-borne to Long Island 
and Horida beaches with explo- 
sives intended to wreck vital 
American industries, included the 
discovery of an adidtional cache 
of $20,000, increasing the total of 
“pay-off money” carried by the 
saboteurs to $170,000. 

Neither the number nor the 
mames of the persons arrested as 
aids of the saboteurs was disclosed 
by Earl J. Connolley, assistant to 
¥. B. I. Director J. Edgar Hoover, 
in announcing the new roundup 24 
hours after Hoover had revealed 
the capture of the agents. The 
saboteurs planned a two-year cam- 
paign to wreck American war in- 
dustries, 

Some Chicago Arrests. 

Some arrests of the suspected 
accomplices were made in Chica- 
go, and some here. Those here 
were believed to have been made 
from among a group of Germans 
living on Long Island not far 
from the deserted beach at Ama- 
gansett, where the first group of 
four Nazis landed June 13.

Others Are Norwegian 
and Yugoslavian — 
Total for Area Since 
Pearl Harbor Now 323. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP).— 
Three more small merchant ships, 


a Norwegian, a Yugoslavian and 
an American, have been sunk in 
the Atlantic, the Navy announced 
today, bringing the unofficial As- 
sociated Press toll of Western At- 
lantic sinking since Pearl Harbor 
to 323. 

The Norwegian vessel went down 
first May 14 off the northern coast 
of South America, survivors at @ 
Gulf coast port said, with a loss of 
two of the crew of 33. The sur- 
vivors were picked up 25 miles 
away by the Yugoslav ship which 
was sunk the following day. Two 
out of 41 crew members were lost. 
Survivors of both. ships have 
reached the United States. 

Crew members said the same 
submarine sank both ships and 
reprovisioned itself with supplies 
from the sinking ships by raking 
in goods floating in the water, 

Three on U. S. Ship Missing. 

The United States ship was tor- 
pedoed off the Atlantic coast June 
24 with 33 men rescued, three 
missing. Their ship settled slowly, 
crew members said, and they were 
able to leave in a leisurely fashion. 
They were rescued 20 minutes later 
and landed the following day at 
the East Coast port.

War Industries to Need 11 
Million and Agriculture 
2, Million, House 
Committee Reports. 


WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP).— 
The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee warned the nation today that 
it faces “a critical shortage of man 
power in industry, agriculture and 
the Government service, which will 
reach a peak in approximately Oc- 
tober of this year.” 

The committee said in its report 
on a $1,810,487,615 appropriation bill 
that this can be met by training 
workers within and out of in- 
dustry and by transferring work- 
ers from non-essential to essential 
industries. 

“The possibility of 4,500,000 men 
in the army by the end of 1942, 
and 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 men in 
1949”’ the committee said, cou- 
pled with a shifting of workers 
from farms and non-essential work 
to industry and the necessity of 
adequate farm labor to supply the 
food needs of the United Nations,” 
require careful management of our 
man-power resources.” 

The committee estimated a. need 
for an additional 11,000,000 work- 
ers in industry and 2,500,000 on the 
farms, and said from 7,000,000 to 
8,000,000 of these probably could 
be recruited from peacetime in- 
dustry, 1,000,000 from professional 
and other sources, 1,500,000 from 
the unemployed, and 2,000,000 from 
among “housewives, youths and re- 
tired worekrs.”

Tomorrow’s Planes 
Can’t Win Today’s 
War, - Analyst 
Cautions.

N war it is particularly neces- 
sary to avoid jumping to hasty 
sonclusions, At the Risk of being 
attacked as a dyed-in-tne-wool re- 


asts now riding the crest of the 
wave, I am venturing to offer a 
word of warning on the subject 
of the much-abused battleship. 

Judging from editorial and news 
comment the country over, the bat- 
tleship is doomed. We are informed 
that there is nothing the battle- 
ship can do which the bombing 
plane cannot do quicker and bet- 
ter; and some writers like Maj. 
De Seversky, who regards with 
tolerant horror the doing of any 
fighting at all by any non-flying 
instrumentality, go farther and 
= the aircraft carrier is doomed, 
00. 

The trouble with all this, the 
fundaniental trouble, is that such 
hasty assumptions do not take into 
account the fundamental purpose 


tions, the ability to preserve them 


sea remains, the principal highway 
of the world, the cheapest and easi- 
est means of transporting goods 
in bulk, the sole means of access 
to many sources of raw materials 
and foodstuffs, the sole means of 
supply for millions of the earth’s 
inhabitants, the control of move- 
ment by sea, of maritime com- 
munications, will continue to be 
a vitally important object in war, 
and particularly in a war of such 
magnitude as the present. 


Limitations of Aircraft. 

If such control could be exercised 
entirely by aircraft, we might very 
well agree as to the doom of the 
expensive and enormous battleship. 
But we cannot win today’s war 
with tomorrow’s aircraft, as Maj. 
De Seversky and some others 
would have us seek to do. To- 
day’s aircraft, not tomorrow’s 
dream, have definite limitations of 
range, carrying power and vulner- 
ability. They are likewise limited 
by weather conditions. Ships can 
be at sea when aircraft cannot op- 
erate above them. Ships have far 
longer ranges than aircraft have. 
These are the present conditions. 
The future may bring changes; 
but while preparing for these 
changes, we must realize that this 
war must be won now, with the 
means at hand, 


When all] is said and done, the 
aircraft is only a means for car- 
rying a projectile to its target and 
discharging it, whether the projec- 
tile be bomb, bullet, shell or tor- 
pedo. There are conditions when 
the aircraft can do this job better 
than any surface ship, and quick- 
er; and there are conditions when 
it cannot. It 4s, for example, far 
from effective against the subma- 
rine, and it cannot deliver a sus- 
tained volume of fire—once it has 
discharged its deadly load it hag to 
gu back to its base for more. 
We have seen in the fighting in 
the Pacific what the aircraft can 
do. We have seen battleships 
sunk by combined bombing and 
torpedo attacks, in the absence of 
fighter cover; we have seen air- 
craft carriers smashed and sunk, 
and cruisers likewise; but we have 
not stopped to ask ourselves under 
what conditions these successes 
were obtained. We have cried out 
that the battleship is doomed 
without considering that the good 
weather and excellent visibility of 
the Pacific Ocean in spring may 
not always obtain wherever naval 
actions are fought, 


Prediction for Big Ships. 

We have heard much of the 
Prince of Wales and Repulse, but 
we also saw the Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau go up-channel under a 
hail of bombs and torpedoes be- 
cause they had fighter cover. We 
have seen the vulnerable’ carriers 
burn and sink, but we have not 
asked ourselves. what will happen

thusiast. 


It was lack of teamwork, of the 
ability to use tanks, guns, infan- 
try and aircraft as a smooth-work- 
ing team, which lost Libya for 
Britain and may have lost Egypt. 
To insist upon the virtues of one 
weapon at the expense of all oth- 
ers is the negation of teamwork— 
and teamwork is the key to vic- 
tory in modern war even more 
than in the wars of the past, for 
as weapons increase in complexity 
and destructive power, it becomes 
more and more dangerous to 
neglect any of them, or to exalt 
one at the expense of another 
which may destroy you.

BLOW IN MID-EAST

HE British situation in Egypt 
Tras become exceedingly grave. 

Loss of Matruh, coastal strong- 
hold to which the British right 
wing was anchored, makes most 
precarious the position of the great 
naval, air and military base of 
Alexandria, 175 miles away. And 
should Alexandria fall, it would be 
a catastrophe. 


There is danger that Hitler may 
choose this critical moment to em- 
ploy his air force -either to 
strengthen Field Marshal Rom- 
mel’s striking power, or to try a 
lightning invasion of Syria with 
air-borne troops. Thus far Hitler’s 
air units on the rocky isle of Crete 
and on the neighboring Greek 
mainland remained mysteriously 
quiescent, 


It is reported that the British 
have been receiving land. reinforce- 
ments in Egypt to deal with Rom- 
mel’s offensive. One hopes that 
these troops did not come from 
Syria, since the weakening of the 
Allied defense in that country 
would be an invitation to Hitler 
to strike. 


There is some satisfaction in the 
fact that Rommel’s supply problem 
becomes more difficult as he ad- 
vances. His line of communica- 
tion is thinly drawn along the 
coastal highway that runs back 
across Libya. Already he is 500 
miles from his principal base at 
Bengasi, and if his supplies there 
should become exhausted he prob- 
ably would have to draw on 
Tripoli more than 500 miles to the 
west, :

Tree Telephone.

A year ago or so, when he drove the British back 
into Egypt, Rommel left Tobruk in his rear and de- 
fended by the gallant Australians as he pursued the 
retreating main army. The beleaguered fortress, 
replenished by sea and prodding his flank, ruined 
his campaign. He found that the striking power 
- of his army could not be in two places at once. 
So this time he threw nearly the whole force of his 


Tobruk fell. Now the way is clear and, if Rommel 
does not over-extend himself, he may smash through 
to Alexandria, only 165 miles away. 

Rommel enjoys the aid of air power based in 
Italy, Sicily and Crete, Flying freighters carry him 
much-needed supplies. Even some sea-borne sup- 
plies reach him. The Allied army has to get its 
supplies largely by sea transport from bases nearly 
two months away. 

What use has been made of air power as a strik- 
ing Weapor. remains hidden in the fog of war. The 
Allied army has been credited with an air superiority 
in Egypt of 3 to 1 over Rommel, yet Nazi 
tanks have steamrollered ahead. The Germans have 
been credited with making marvelous use of their 
dual purpose anti-air and anti-tank 88-mm. guns and 
their heavier artillery. British tanks, ingluding 
American-made Gen. Grants, have been reported 
smashed in artillery traps. 

Just how all this has happened cannot be learned 
now. The war is moving too fast. But it is known 
that Rommel has knit his men and weapons into a 
crack combat team while the Allied army has failed 
in the same respect.

The only party whose moral ptestige has 
survived the decomposition precipitated by 
the military dictatorship of 1930 is the So- 
cialist party, and so far its strength is con- 
fined to Buenos Aires.

In other. words, will the good neighbor 
policy last? This was, perhaps, the biggest 
factor in the Government’s attitude. 

The war has faced the American nations 
with the need to strengthen their political 
as well as their economic positions. In 
Argentina, the Government has isolated the 
country politically, and in so doing it has 
created a bad economic situation, 

The fact of the matter is that at the time 
of the Rio de Janeiro conference it visual- 
ized the war as ending either in an Axis 
victory or a stalemate. Its own wishful 
thinking decided it to gamble on these 
possibilities. 


The people of Argentina do not follow 
their Government in spirit. More than 
those of any other Ibero-American country, 
they have been convinced of their mis- 
sionary function in the Western Hemi. 
sphere. They have absorbed the Latin cul- 
ture of Europe and have dreamed of be- 
coming its spokesmen on this continent. 

Now, suddenly, they see that at this 
momentous hour, when the mother nations 
of that culture are silent, they, too, are 
being pushed in the wrong direction, away 
from the leadership they would like to ex- 
ercise. Instead of speaking a youthful 
language, full of promise and faith, such as 
would be fitting to the Argentina of their 
dreams, they find themselves reticent rnd 
cautious, more symbolical of discourage- 
ment than of a bold creativeness. 

Up to 1930 the voice of Argentina; her 
political customs and her social thought, 


influenced most of the countries of His- 


panic-America. Today it is Mexico, Co- 
lombia and Chile which are influential.

jective way is the X-ray. It will 
tell the size of the heart,. any 
bulges in the heart or great ves- 
sels. It tells things that the steth- 
oscope cannot tell because there 
are certain limitations to the 
stethoscope. When a condition of 
the heart is deep-set under layers 
of lung tissue, the stethoscope can- 
not bring it to the examining ear. 
I saw a patient the other day who 
showed great dilatation of the 
heart and great vessels on the X- 
ray, whereas three very compe- 
tent physicians had just pro- 
nounced the heart and chest en- 
tirely normal. 

Still another method of ex- 
amining the heart is the blood 
pressure apparatus, which the 
condition not only of the heart 
but of the entire arterial system. 

The last of the great objective 
methods of examining the heart is 
what is known. as the electrocar- 
diograph. This is a very delicate 
electric galvanometer which is able 
to record differences in electri- 
cal potentialities when a muscle 
contracts. The heart, being a mus- 
cle, makes a record on the elec- 
trocardiogram which reveals the 
working of its muscular contrac- 
tions. 


BY THESE METHODS, the ex- 
aminer can tell what is the matter 
with a heart often without even 
asking the patient a question. The 
heart makes certain sounds during 
its contractions and relaxations 
and these are transmitted by the 
stethoscope. There are certain 
normal sounds and there are a 
number of abnormal sounds, 

With the X-ray the .examiner 
can tell the exact size of the heart, 
its position in the chest and wheth- 
er or not it has any weakness in 
its walls. The blood pressure ap- 
paratus tells the examiner how 
much work the heart has to do 
and how much work it is doing. 

The electrocardiograph _ tells 
whether the contraction wave of 
the heart passes over the right 
pathways, whether it does so in 
the normal time and whether there 
are any interruptions or irregu- 
larities in the contraction wave. 
By these various means the exam- 
iner has an objective record of the 
heart in action.

Answer: People who havs sinus 
trouble are very sensitive to 
changes in temperature, drafts, 
etc., but so far as my experience 
goes, these changes do not affect 
the course of the disease unfavor- 
ably. There is no reason why a 
person wtih sinus disease. should 
not wear a hat and at the same 
time there is no re&Ason why he 
should. Night air comes under the 
subject of changes in temperature 
which I have mentioned above as 
being one of the factors which 
makes sinus patients uncomfort- 
able. If a person with sinus dis- 
ease closes the bedroom windows, 
that will have no influence one 
way or the other on the progress 
of the disease.
